For, you your felves when youarein the power doi 
this, and complaining of the fame in others when they do it upon you, wi 
make yours to be the diamter, the [guare, or fize of another, as be made 


 pieto be the diameter of yours. And yet ye complain of anetbers (being 


n pewer) making a fize for you. And why may be not (by your own 
Riule,chough | approve not of that rule neither,but its good againft your 
felves) as well asyex make a fixe for another. Now this (as I have faid) 
voids your Plea, and renders ye Jueged by your felves in the things that 
ye allow; and fo yearenothappy. For peur impefing upon another 
when you are in pewer,and yet complaining of the fame when ye.are un- 
der,juftifies another that impefes upon you,& condemns yeur felves. Now 
‘Happic is be that condemns not bimfelf in the thing that be allows, and al- 


ews not that which bimfelf condemns, and fo by building again the’ 
things that he bath deftreyed maketh not bimfelf a Tran{greffor.
